Marshal Foch’s document will point

Former Sénator Wiliam A. Clark of 
Montana, a pioneer of the copper mining 
industry died at 7:30 last night at his 
New York residence, 962 Fifth Avenue, 
of pneumonia. He was 86 years old and 
in good health until a few days ago 
when he was taken ill with a. cold, 
pneumonia developed, and despite all ef- 
forts to save his life the copper magnate 
sank’ until: the: ena camie last night. 

Except ‘his'son; William A. Clark Jr., 
and his grandsofi; William A. Clark 34d,.J 
all of the forther Senator’s imimedlate 
relatives were at his bedside when he 
died. 

Associates’ of Mr. Clark in thé: office 
ef the United Verde Copper Company, 
at. 111 Broadway,. were taken by sur- 
prise at the suddeh turn of their ‘Presi- 
dent's fliness. Late yesterday afternoon 
they were’ told over the-telephone from 
the Fifth Avenue mansion that the for-} 
mer Senator was ‘‘very ill'’ of pnéi- 
monia.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—In a fate- 
well speech as Chairman of the Govern- 
ing Board of the Pan American’ Union, + 
Secretary Hughes presented today to 
the members of the Latin American dip- 
lomatic corps._in Washington thirty-one 
projects drawn up by the American In- 
stitute of International Law for the 
codification of American international’ 
law. 

These projects, or draft conventions, 
will be submitted by the ‘Latin Ameri- 
can Ambassadors and Ministers to their 
respective Governments and are to 
serve as the basis of discussion at the 
forthcoming International Congress of 
Jurists, which will soon meet at Rio de 
Janeiro. 

Secretary Hughes, in his address to 
the diplomats: today, asserted that in 
his judgment these projects mark a defi- 
nite step toward the formulation of 
an ‘‘American international  law,’’ 
adding that thanks to American: initia- 
tive, “‘we are on the threshold of ac- 
complishment .in the most important 
endeavor of the human race to lift it- 
self out of the savagery of strife into 
the domain of law, breathing the spirit 
of amity and justice.’’ 

Secretary Hughes was also a central 
figure at a farewell luncheon accorded 
him today by the diplomats constitut- 
ing the Governing Board of the Pan 
American Union, whose chairmanship 
he will relinquish on March 4. There 


were eighty guests _present, including 
all the Latin American diplomats, Sec- 
reta Mellon and other officials. The 
boa decided to have a portrait of 
Secretary Hughes painted, to be hung in 
its session room. 

Secretary Hughes, in presenting the 
international law codification projects, 
or spray tonventions, to the diplomats, 
said: 


‘“‘There are thirty-one of these projects 
covering a wide range of subjects deal- 
ing with the American international law 
of peace. They represent the iabors of 
geo sopra jurists of this hemisphere. 
I shall- not attempt to state their titles 
and it is sufficient to say that they em- 
brace a declaration of the rights and 
duties of et statements of the fun- 
damental. bases of international law ‘and 
of the fundamental rights of the Amer- 
ican republics, and the formulation of 
rules with respect to jurisdiction, inter- 
national rights and duties and the pa- 
cific settlement of international disputes. 
It is natural, as is pointed out by the 
Executive Committee..of the American 
Institute of International Law, that the 
law_to be ap lied by the American re- 
publics should, in addition to the law 
universal, contain not’a few rules of 
American origin and adapted to. Amer- 
ican exigencies, and that the old and the 
new taken together should constitute 
what may be called American interna- 
tional law, without derogation from the 
authority of the law which is applicable 
to all nations. *-* * .

The report took account of the fact 
that, although prior to July 1, 1924, .

although the failure to make proper 
provision for new subways had been 
due to the refusal of the City Admin- 
{stration to perform even the part as-

McAvoy Recommendations.

That the plans for the Staten Island 
euleel now ected to accommodate both 
freight and rapid transit servige, be revised 
so as to permit the more speedy and 
economical construction of this tu tunnel and 
its use for rapid transit posers only. 

8. That a comprehensive plan,for the 
construction of additional new subway 
lines, calculated te meet ;not only the 
present but the future needs ‘of ‘the city, 
be “immediately adopted, and steps taken 
to construct such lines in due course.’ 

That the bus lines now “‘illegally 
operated", in various parts of the city be 
discontinded, or allowed to continue only 
under proper legal franchises and certifi- 
cates of convenience and necessity, ‘‘to the 
end that the City of New York may receive 
@ proper percentage of the income derived 
from these ‘buses, the service be improved 

and responsibility for the proper operation 
of vehicles be fixed.” 


Block on Buses, He Says, 


‘Respecting the recommendations 
last cited, the commission feels bound 
to emphasize the gravity of a situa- 
tion—contmued ‘without — correction 
during five years. past—under which 
not only has.the law of the State 
been openly violated and injunctive or- 
ders of the- Court of Appeals served 
upon city authorities, treated with con- 
tempt, but the City Treasury deprived 
annually of large sums of money aad 
diverted illegally to the private prof- 
its of favored bus opéfators and a 

. really serviceable and comprehensive 
bus system effectively obstructed. 

The Transit Commission has made 
various recommendations to the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment look-+ 
ing toward the operation of a proper 
bus system and has given repeated 
assurances of its deSire to codperate 
to its full ability in securing ..such 
service.

They will pass them again in their pres- 
ent form and send them back to the Gov- 
ernor, thus giving him ten days more of 
grace in which to study the proposed 
expenditures, with a view to asceitaining 
if they cannot be reduced to some ex* 
tent.

"THE “MONEYED CAPITAL” TAX. 

Controller Crara warns the Legisla- 
ture that the bill substituting an in- 
come tax on banks for the tax on 
‘* moneyed capital would involve a 
loss of ‘several millions in taxes and 
shift an equal amount to real estate.

UPSETS STATE CURB 
ON INTERSTATE AUTOS 


Supreme Court Rules Washington 
and Maryland Regulations Are 
Unconstitutional. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—In two de- 
cisions today the Supreme Court denied 
the right of the States to interfere with 
interstate commerce passing over their 
highways in motor vehicles. In each 
case the lower court was reversed. 

Maryland cannot refuse to permit such 
vehicles to use its highways,-and Wash- 
ington cannot refuse, to grant licenses 
for motor buses. over t section of the 
Pacific Highway which lifes. within its 
borders,- the court ruled. 

The Maryland case was brought -by 
George W. Bush & Sons Co., to whom, 
as common carriers, a permit to operate 
motor vehicles for hire over the State 
roads in interstate commerce had been 
refused. The State insisted that _ re- 
quiring ‘“‘certificates of convenience’’ or 
ant ro ge for the operation of -motor ve- 

iclés for hire over its roads was'‘a 
valid exercise of the. State’s police 
powers, Those attacking the law as- 
serted that such. carriers in interstate 

commerce could be required only to take 
out an ordinary automobile Jicense. 

Justice McReynolds dissented from the 
decision as to Maryland, maintaining 
the States should be permit tted to re- 
fuse. licenses in the orderly regulation 
of the pag, Sabin 

In the Washin ao case permission to 
operate a bus line between Portland, 
Ore., and fo and Seattle was re- 
fused A. J.. Buck under the State law 
prohibiting the granting of more than 
one such license in the same territory 
and on the ground that the territory 
which Buck sought to serve was ade- 
quate supplied by others licensed by 
tate. He had obtained the neces- 
sary license from the State of Oregon. 

In writing the opinion holding the 
Washington law unconstitutional Asso- 
clate Justice Brandeis pointed out that 
the use of a public highway to a com 
mon carrier was a. privilege which might 
be granted or withheld by the State in 
its Siscretion but that a State could not 
lay down regulations which tended to 
“obstruct” interstate commerce.

Get Students’ Jewelry and $300 
While Pupils Sleep and 
Watchman Makes Round. 








USE PASS KEYS TO ENTER

While seventy-five students were 
asleep on upper floors, robbers entered 
the Finch School for Girls, at 61 Hast 
Seventy-seventh Street, early yesterday, 
jimmied an iron safe and eccaped with 
several thousand dollars’ worth of the 
girls’ jewelry and about $300 onging 
to the school. A watchman in the 
building at the time. 

The nine-story building which was 
entered is called the Finch Building. It 
houses. only the out-of-town students, 
who stay in dormitories. Another build- 
ing, directly to the rear, facing Seventy- 
eighth Street, is the Lenox Building of 
the school. In it are the classrooms of 
about 200 New York girls.

FERRY CLOSING 'IS OPPOSED| 


Board of Estimate Approves Site for 
School in Queens and Delega- 
tion Cheers Action. 


At. the equest of . Julius Miller, 
Borough President of Manhattan, the 
Board. of Estimate, sitting in committee 
of the whole yesterday, referred back to 
‘| Mr. Miller’s office the proposal of the 
New York Central Railroad Company 
to replace its freight tracks-on Eleventh 
Avenue, between Canal and. Seventy- 
second Sereets, with a double-deck struc- 
ture, so as’‘to provide also an express 
vehicular highway along the Manhattan 
west waterfront, in harmony with the 
projected Riverside Park improvement. 

“Mr. Miller said he wanted the matter 
referred back to his office so that he 
might confer with the Port Authority to 
see if some agreement could be reached 
with that body, which had expressed 
disapproval of the plan. Mr. Miller feels 


that conferences may eliminate the oppo- 
sition. 


The New York Central has offered 
to eliminate the surface tracks of the 
Manhattan waterfront. Streets and build 
the express highway for the city at an 
expense of $24,000,000 to the company, 
in. return for certain rights and ease- 
ments from the city.

In the sheetings good-sized 
sales of 36-inch 5.50s were reported for 
quick delivery, and the same was true 
of 36-inch 6.15s at 7% cents. The heavier 
sheetings were quiet.

holders were asking 11 cents 72-80 
pajama checks, but_ this ‘<0 ap- 
parently was not. paid. In the finer 
yarn goods broadcloths again had every- 
thing their own way.

Retailers Not Buying Well. 


Although jobbing and mail buyers of 
toys have poses considerable business 
wjth manufacturers in this city during 
the last several weeks, buying by re- 
tailers was said yesterday to leave not a 
little room for improvement.

BIG BANKERS HOPEFUL 


Believe it Will Change Situation by 
Which They Often Were Cut 
Off Altogether. 


A circular letter on Treasury financing 
has been sent out by Secretary Andrew 
W. Mellon, which is believed by many 


‘bankers to signify an important change 


in the Treasury Department’s policy of 
allotting bonds or notes of new Govern- 
ment issues. : 

For many months the Treasury De- 
partment has been criticized by. large 


banks and wealthy individuals of fevor-. 


ing to too great an extent the man of 
moderate means in its effort to give the 


‘smaller accounts a large share in new 


Treasury business. On a number of oc- 
casions, it was said, hardship ‘had been 


‘| worked on the large banks which had 


sent in requests for large amounts ot 
bonds and, because enough small orders 
had been received to absorb the issue, 
were turned down. In contrast to this 
condition, they complained, the large 
banks were not only awarded 100 per 
cent. allotments on issues which were 
sold when market conditions were not 
favorable, but were requested to buy 
more, 

In its new circular letter, the ‘Treasury 
Department announced that ‘subscribers 
would be classified henceforth in seven 
distinct divisions. Class A would be the 
most popular class, composed of sub- 
scriptions for Treasury bonds or notes 
of $1,000 or less; Class B, of subscrip- 
tions up to $10,000; Class C, up to $50,- 
000; Class D, up to $100,000; Class E, up 
to $500,000; Class F, up to $1,000,000; 
and Class G, anywhere above $1,000,000. 

Thus, it was assumed by Wall Street’s 
banking fraternity, the Secretary could 
compare the amount of bonds or notes 
offered with the total of subscriptions 
received, and very quickly could turn 
to his A,-B, C, D, E, F and G rating 
system and tell how large a percentage 
of bonds each group could expect. In 


the past the Treasury has generally | 


bulked: the total of small subscriptions 
and has lopped off all subscriptions over 
an amount actually needed to exhaust 
the total of bonds offered. Under the 


new system, Wall Street hoped, the 
Treasury Department could thumb index 
the operation so ee that it could say, 
for instance, that ‘‘Classes A, B, C, 
and E allotted to the full amount of 
their subscriptions;\F. scaled down one- 
quarter and G down one-half.’’ 

Banks also were enjoined to state ex- 
ogg J how many bonds or notes might 
e wanted for e needs of customers 
and how mahy for the banks themselves. 
The Treasury Department also an- 
nounced that it could hold forth no 
guaranty as to the time when it might 
close the books on any offering. This 
was a hint, as* bankers saw it, to put 
in their requests early. ‘In view of an 
anticipated new offering of Government 
paper within the next two weeks to care 
for $676,000, of payments on March 
15, these instructions attracted addi- 
tional interest. Reading between the 
lines, it was said, the suggestion was 
strong that the Treasury Department ex- 
pected no difficulty whatever in selling 
one or possibly two new issues of ndtes 
to meet its obligations. The rise in the 
rediscount rate of the Federal Reserve 
Bank, it was said,. would not impede 
the deal.

OUR OIL SURPLUS 


“Certainly Not Exasaehie ® He’ 
Says in Survey of Refined | 
and Crude Stocks. 


SEES REFINERS UNEASY 


Declares They Are Wondering if 
They Will Get Enough to 
Keep Plants Busy. 


Surplus stocks of crude and refined 
oil now held by petroleum companies in 
the United States are ‘‘certainly not ex- 
cessive,’’ according to an opinfon ex- 
pressed by H. F. Sinclair, head of the 
Sinclair Consolidated Oil Corporation, in 
a statement issued yesterday. In re- 
gard to the accumulation of gasoline 
stocks during the Winter months, Mr. 
Sinclair said that the refining capacity 
of the country was not sufficient to 
meet the daily demands during the Sum- 
mer months; and, because of this, it was 
necessary to store up the product daring 


the slack consumption period in the 
Winter. 


is not the determining factor,’’ said Mr. 
Sinclair. ‘‘Refiners base their operations 
upon the anticipated demand. The rea- 
son they produce gasoline is to sell it, 
and almost without exception no re- 
finer will produce more gasoline than he 
expects to be able to sell during the en- 
suing year. The rate of demand in the 
past is interesting merely as a basis for 
calculating future needs. The industry 
added only 105,000,000 gallons to its gas- 
oline’ storage in 1924, while domestic 
consumption incr-ased 1, gal- 
lons and exports 348,000, 006 

“The entire increase in gasoline sfocks 
was in California while east of the 
Rocky Mountains there was actually less 
gasoline on hand at the end of 1924 than 
at the end of 1923. <A limited amount 
of California’s gasoline is likely ever to 
find its way to the Eastern markets. 
Yet, even including California’s sup) ly, 
the country’s total stocks of gasoline 
are smaller in terms of days’ supply 
than a year ago. 


December Storage Less. 


‘‘We should not forget that the oil 
industry has never been able to produce 
enough gasoline during the Summer 
months to meet the demand. It has al- 
Ways been necessary to accumulate 
large quantities of gasoline during the 
Winter months in order to meet the 
Summer needs of consumers. Normally, 
the refiners have placed some 15. per 
cent. or 20 pér cent. of their December 

roduction in storage. This year, in 

cember, the industry placed in stor- 
age less than 6 per cent. of its Decem- 
ber production. 

“To the superficial observer, the gaso- 
line situation with respect to supply and 
‘demand appears to be about normal, 
but it is an undeniable fact that many 
refiners are aes to grow a little 
uneasy. are wondering whether 
they will be stile to obtain enough crude 
oil to keep their plants running. This 
uneasiness may seem strange to those 
who have understood that the industry 
| has a tremendous reserve’ of crude oil 
in storage. 

‘In round figures, the total amount of 
crude oil above ground in the United 
States is 400,000,000 barrels. This is. not 
all reserve oil, use included in this 
figure are about 40,000,000 barrels in 
Hy oy through pipe lines; upward of 
0,000,000 in ‘settling’ tanks on produc- 
af \properites, | and a large amount, to- 
taling probably several million barrels, 
at terminals awaiting shipment by tank 
steamers. These are ‘dead _ stocks.’ 
They cannot be used except in the event 
of liquidation of the industry, and as 
the industry continues to grow, the 
amount of oil tied up in ‘dead stocks’ 
must’ grow proportionately. ° 

*Then, there is a further amount of 
about 40,000,000 barréls of ‘working 
sto ks’ at refineries. Speaking collec- 
tively, refiners have found it necessary 
to keep this amount on hand to meet 
delays in deliveries of raw material and 
unforeseen contingencies, in order to as- 
sure continuous operation of their 
plants 


Only 130 Days’ Reserve. 


“This leaves, roughly, about 300,000,000 
barrels as the maximum amount which 
can properly be classed as reserve, or 
the equivalent of about 130 days’ supply 
at the anticipated rate of consumption 
A reserve of 130 days’ sup- 
ply would be entirely adequate if we 
were assured that the rate of production 
would approximately keep pace with the 
demand. But no such assurance is possi- 
ble. Present indications are that ‘the 
peerage production hook 1925 will be 
les. an in 1924. althou consumption 
will be much greater. It now seems 
probable that we must draw from this 
reserve during 1925 an average of 200,- 
000 barrels a day, or approximately 
75,000,000 barrels. 

‘This throws a very different light 
upon the question of whether our re- 
serves in storage are adequate. To il- 
lustrate, let us assume that production 
will be maintained at the present rate. 
This would medn that by next December 
our reserve would be cut from sb eget

New York Reserve Bank Last to 
Advance—New Figure Still Low- 
est In World for Money. 


The advance of the Federal Reserve 
Bank’s rediscount rate to 3% per cent. 
in the New York district represents re- 
covery from last Summer’s. period of 


view of the National City Bank of New 
York, and is not a reflection ‘of any 
serious tightening of credit lines. The

“The Reserve Bank of New York has 
been the only one of the Reserve Banks, 
and the only central. bank in the world 
maintaining during the past year a dis- 
count rate of 8 per cent. The rate at 
the Boston, Cleveland, Richmond and 
San Francisco Reserve Banks has been 
3% per cent. and at the other Reserve 
Banks 4 per cent. In view of the fact 
that the brunt of gold exports has fallen 
upon the New York bank and that the 
Reserve Banks have been reducing thefr 
security holdings in this market, not to 
speak of the signs of more active busi- 
néss, it was quite in order to bring the 
New York rate up to at least 3%. Under 
the circumstances it is easy to exagger- 
ate the significance of this advance, and 
the tendency te. do so shows an undue 
inclination to discount the future. The 
change reflecta recovery from the stag- 
nant conditions of last Summer, but 3% 
per cent. is still the lowest rate in the
